While there j 
are some commendable things in ! 
the report, yet it is doubtful if 
i ! e school svstem could stand the j 
impact of all the 33 changes at 
one time, and procabty the tax 
payer might find it difficult to, 
carry the additional burden. It 
is doubtful if tnat recommenda­ 
tion providing for the appoint­ 
ment instead of the election of 
a State Superintendent is wise. 
! Much of the trouble that is en­ 
countered comes out of appoin* - 
ive powers. Some will seriousiy 
question taking the selection of 
officials out of the hands of the i 
people. The report and the bha 
that are iintroduced implement • j 
ing the report must be clos^y 
and carefully studied. 
Taxes always come up for con­ 
sideration in every session. This 
is a m atter that has to be held 
within reason. In my service as 
a member of the Legislature I j 
opposed additional taxes for the 
simple reason that this biennium, 
with our present tax structure, 
would produce about $100,000,- 
000.00 more than would be used. 
Our farm to market roads must 
have more consideration. I have 
believed that a bill for the re­
